WEATHER A MONTH AHEAD 


Announcement of the Weather Chicf at 
Washington. 


A New York despatch says: Willis L. 
Moore, chief of the Weather Bureau at 
Washington, announced on Monday 
hight at the dinner of the Maritime As- 
sociation at the Waldorf-Astoria that 
fhe Weather Bureau might soon issue 
forecasts of a whole month. Mr. Moore 
had been joked hard by Job E. Hedges 
when he arose, and he received permis- 
sion to add to his speech, already de- 
livered. He then said: “The Weather 
Bureau believes that for the first time in 
the history of meteorological science it 
has within its grasp the scientific basis 
of long-range weather forecasting—that 
is, forecasts of the character of the 
month to come. 

\“The details are not yel complete, and 
the system will not be adopted for sey- 
cral months yet. It may be possible, 
end I believe it will be, to tell you New 
Yorkers; and members of the Maritime

WHAT THE LEGISLATURE 
RONTO IS DOING.

THE COUNTY COUNCILS’ BILL. 


In moving the second reading of the 
Government's bill respecting County 
Councils, Hon. Mr, Monteith noted that 
during the past year the people of the 
province had been given opportunity to 
freely discuss the proposed reversion to} 
the old order of electing County Coun-| 


cils by municipalities rather than by 
electoral districts. General approval 
ned lo have been expressed, At any 


rate there had been no serious opposi- 
| tion made from any quarter. Mr, Mon- 
teith thought the new bill would tend} 
to give a renewed interest to the work 
of the Township Councils and would 
tend to get betler men for these coun- 
cils. The bill would do away with the 
anomaly of taxation without represen- 
tation, Hereafter every municipality 
would have its representative in the 
County Council. 

OTTAWA MODEL SCHOOL. 


Mr. May wished to know whether tt 
was the intention of the Government to 
increase the salaries of certain teachers 
in the Provincial Model Schoo! at Otta- 
wa, so as to place them on the same 
plane with the teachers in the Toronto 
Model Schcol. 

Hon. Dr. Pyne replied briefly that it 
was not the intention of the Govern- 
ment to make such increases during the 
present session. 


TEMISKAMING LOAN. 


In renly to an inquiry by Mr. Har- 
court, Hon. Col. Matheson stated - that 
arrangements had been made to have 
the Temiskaming loan to the extent of 
ZA 20000 underwritten in England, 
but as yet no particulars had heen re- 
ceived with respect td the firms which 
had underwritten the amount. ‘The 
price received by the province was 
| 96%, but of this % had to be paid the 
Imperial Government as stamp tax. 


TOO MUCH PATCHWORK. 


Premitr Whitney, in referring to the 
various amendments to the Assessment 
and Municipal Acts proposed, entered a 
protest against loo much patchwork 
legislation In dealing ‘with these Acts. 
He hoped the Municipal Committee 
would go very slow in making. any 
amendments. There was danger in al- 
lowing different principles for different 
localities. 


FIREMEN'S ASSOCIATIONS. 


On request of the Attorney-General 
Mr. Fraser withdrew his bill to aid the 
Volunteer Firemen’s Association. The 
bill touches Government revenues, and 
as such should be introduced as a 
Government measure. Mr, Foy pro- 
mised to look into the measure. 


NEW LICENSE ACT. 


On the oceasion of the second read- 
ing of the new Liquor License Act the 
Provincial Secretary announced a few 
changes which had been embodied in 
the bill. On one or tiwo points, too, he 
said, the Government held no decided 
opinions and some minor alterations 
might be made before the measure be- 
came law On the whole, however, the 
bill now possesses pretty much the form 
in which it will be entered on the sta- 
tute books. ‘The first draft contained a 
clause legalizing the snle of liquors to 
hotel guests at the table on Sunday. 
This, Mr. Hanna explained, was an 
oversight. It was never meant to be 
embodied In the bill and had now been 
stricken oul. The granting of licenses 
to steamers and dining cars had been 
| selling intoxicants it will only he those 
sailing long distances. It is not likely, 
however, that the Government wilt 
press the clause, though Mr. Hanna re- 
marked that in the past liquors had 
been sold: on bbats and dining cars in 
spite of the fact that such sale was a 
violation of the law, and as he had no 
doubt the practice would continue in 
the future the province might as well 
have the benefit of the revenue fo be 
got from it.

WHY FRUIT TURNS RED. 


Fruits turn red when they ripen be- 
cause of a wise proyision of Mother Na- 
ture. It makes the fruit conspicuous lo 
birds and other animals, and thus se- 
cures the dispersion of the seed, If the 
fruit were of same color as_ the 
leaves, it might easily be passed over, 
When the fruil or seed is inconspicuous, 
through either the want of color or the 
small size, dispersal is effected without 
the aid of animals, as in the case of the 
dandelion, whose seed is carried about 
ly the wind, or of the balsam, the seed 
of which is ejected by a sort of spring. 
The colored fruits, such as the grape 
or the cherry, are furnished with sucecu- 
lent coats, which provide food to birds, 
who, in their impatience, often swallow 
the seeds or stones which may pass 
through the animal’s body without 
change. Seeds may thus be conveyed, 
not only for considerable distances on 
land, but also from continents to oceanic 
islands, which may in this way acquire 
a new vegetation.

About the Farm 
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CONTROLLING ORCHARD PESTS. 


Kerosene emulsion has long been used 
for cerlain inseels, but since the intro- 
duction of machines for mixing oil and 
water in definite proportions, it has 
waned in popularity because of its ex- 
pense In time and material. The propor- 
lions are a half pound hard or soft 
soap, one gallon water, rain water pre- 
ferred, and two gallons kerosene. ‘The 
soup is dissolved in hot water, the kero- 
sene added and mixture churned with 
f pump until creamy. It will soon be- 
come semi-sglid when let stand and will 
then keep nbennitely. When used It Is 
diluted with ten to ils 
quantity with water. 

Tobacco is often used as a powder, in 
solution or as smoke. In the former 
case it has some fertilizer value and is 
often used around fruit trees where root 
jice are numerous, a few inches of the 
surface soil being removed and 1% to 
£ pounds spread around and covered, 
It is often dusted upon plants where 
aphis are prevalent, The decoction 18 
generally made from stems and leaves 
by boiling and sprayed on the plants 
When cool, The smoke is used only 
where the plants are in greqnhouses or 
other inclousure, \ 

Hellebore as a powder or decoction |s 
applied lo currunt and gooseberry bush- 
es in cary spring as a remedy for 
worms. It is too expensive for large 
trees. As a powder it is mixed with 
five to ten parts flour; as a decoction, 
one ounce to a gallon. Insect powder 
or buhoch is used most on house plants, 
As a powder it is dusted either pure 
o mixed with flour, Sometimes it is 
burnel in small inelosures like tobac- 
co or decocted for 24 hours at the rate 
uf an ounce to 12 gallons. Sulphur is 
used os a powder dusted on plants which 
lave mites and red spider, It is also 
evaporated from hot water or steam 
pipes In greenhouses or in an evaporal- 
ing dish in a sand bath, but it must nev- 
e be allowed to burn as sulphur fumes 
are destructive to plant life, 

Ammoniacal solution of copper car- 
Hhonate Is occassionally used on fruit ap- 
proaching maturily and on plants which 
would be rendered unsightly by bor- 
deoux mixture, It is made by dissoly- 
ing flvye ounces copper carbonate in just 
enough ammonia water to accomplish 
this and then adding to 40 gallons wa- 
fer, It is advisable to dilute the am. 
monia wilh about elght times its volume 
hefore adding the copper carbonate. The 
quantity of ammonia needed {s not of 
yh Strength; about three pints is usu- 
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twelve times 


CéPper sulphate is used as a simple <o- 
lution on dormant wood at the rate of 
three pounds to 50 gallons. It does 
not slick as well as bordeaux mixture. 
Jron sulphate is similarly used, one to 
four pounds to the gallon. Liver of 
sulphur, four ounces dissolved in four 
to sixteen gallons water, is employed on 
foliage, principally upon powdery mil- 
dews. Sulphur, as already mentioned, 
is similarly employed. 

The season usually opens in the or- 
chard with the clear solutions of cop- 
per or iron sulphate before the buds 
commence to swell and when growth 
starts with bordeaux mixture. As fruit- 
ing time approaches, particularly with, 
strawberries, land other small fruits, the 
clear ammoniacal solution is applied. 


REARING CALVES SUCCESSFULLY. 


The proper handling of calves is not 
the least in importance in building up a 
good dairy herd, says Mr. S. M, King. 
Many farmers have had 
troubled with what 1 believe to be en 
infectious disease, scours in young 
calves. Calves born apparently smart 
and well, lose their strength and die 
within three days without. any particu. 
Jar cause and often very litle purging. 
After losing several of my best ones I 
tried the following method and have 
found it usually effective, 

Yake three or four pounds unslaked 
lime and slake in water enough so that 
the clear water may be poured off and 
kept for use. Get a pail of earth and 
dry it Draw the first milk, Then let 
the calf suck onee and give 4 teaspoon- 
ful of earth three times a day. Open 
the mouth so as to put it well down 
in the throat, Teach it to drink and put 
in three or four spoonfuls of lime water 
in each feed, Do not feed more than 
one quart at a feed to begin with. I 
am satisfied this has saved many valu- 
able animals for me. 

It is a fact that Jorsey calves will not 
sland forcing for the first three 
ruonths, Keep them hungry and you 
will have better ones at twelve months 
ald than you will to try to hurry them 
when young. Don't trust yourself lo 
cuess the quantily fed to the calves, El- 
ther measure or weigh. A little prac- 
tice of guessing and then weighing will 
show you how uneven your guesses are, 
Get them to eat a little hay and ground 
oats or Hnseed meal as soon as they 
will take It, 1 feed new whole milk 
about two weeks and then mix skim 
milk with the new to make the chango 
gradually.

In the stable I use a modification cf 
Bidwell and Drone stalls provided with 
water basins in each, This pays, it is 
not guess work. During the winter the 
cows are turned out daily in dry wea- 
ther. Grain is fed twice daily through- 
out the year. In the stabling season 
silage is given once dally, two or three 
animal. Only the best 
bran and kiln dried corn meal is 
bought. About 1,000 pounds is mixed 
at a time, varying the percentage. When 
onts are not over 1 cent a pound, they 
ere added to the ration. Whiskey grains 
are very good but too costly. I do not 
feed gluten or cotton seed. The feeding 
is done after milking. The~bull is kept 
in a stall and yard and is given corn 
meal, bran and oats wilh clover hay. 
Milk is retailed in bottles at 9 cents a 
Guart and cream at 36 cenis a quart. 
About 200 quarts milk and an equiva- 
lent in cream are sold daily, The even- 
ing’s milk Is separated, the cream pas- 
teurized, and delivered next morning 
with the morning's milk. All cream left 
ove r is churned. 

I have two cypress silos, 16 feet in dia- 
meter, 24 feet above ground and 8 feet 
st brick in the ground. The corn {s cut 
just before frost, about September, 18, in 
half-inch lengths, and not watered when 
rut in. The practice of siloing has been 
entirely satisfactorily and my only re- 
gret is that I cannot pul up more and 
feed longer.

Horrible Death of a Five-year-old Girl 
at Montreal. 


A Montreal despatch says: In the 
finding of the body of Ida May Ahern, 
a child of five years, lying naked and 


Thursday morning, there came to light 
So pileous and so nendish a crime that 
the whole island of Montreal is shocked. 
The horror of it is intensified by the 
Ahought that a being of such vicious 
tendencies could have passed through 
{he community almost unnoticed until 
he had left the unmistakable marks of 
his unutterable brutality. Not only had 
the litle girl been lured away from her 
homeward course afler school and sub- 
jected to a horrible shame, but blue 
finger prints in the tender flesh show 
that the monster had not stopped at any 
ordinary violence, All the clothing, save 
shoes and stockings, was stripped away 
and thrown into the basement of a 


church within a few hundred yards of 
the secluded spot where the oulrage took 
place. A young woman saw the man 
climbing over the fence leading from 
the wood with the clothes in ‘his arms, 
and several others saw him with the 
child, and are able to furnish a valuable 
descriplion of his appearance, 

Ida has been missing since Tuesday 
afternoon, having failed to return from 
school, and when her clothing was found 
fn the church, the distracted mother 
identified it. That fact in a measure pre- 
pared the parent for the terrible reality 
She was soon to face. From the black- 
ness of this revolting crime a single ray 
of miligation appears, ind that is the 
evidence that the murderer was intoxi- 
cated at the time, and therefore not 
fully cognizant of the terrible deed he 
was committing. 

Detectives from both the Provincial 
and cily staffs have been detailed to 
work on the case. A number of private 
cilizens are taking part in the search.

FIGHT REBELLIOUS ZULUS. 


The Natal Field Force Was Forced to 
Retreat. 


A despatch from Greytown, Natal, 
says: The colonial field force, which was 
concentrating at Impanza, twelve miles 
northwest of Greytown, for operations 
egainst the insurgent Chief Bambaata, 
the deposed Regent ,of the Greytown 
district, has been compelled to abandon 
ils langer after heavy fighting and re- 
tire to Greytown. 

A portion of the force sent to rescue 
the women and children isolated ot 
Kenles Drift sticceeded in so doing, but 
while returning was ‘attacked by rebel- 
lious natives. A running fight was kept 
up for six miles, the Zulus continuing 
the pursuit until within a mile of Grey- 
tewn. Three of the Colonial Police were 
Killed and several were wounded. The 
remainder are safe at Greytown. The 
police report that the rebels are in strong 
numbers and flushed with victory and 
the officials fear further excesses, A 
strong force of arlillery, infantry and 
mounted men moved out of- Greytown 
on Thursday to operate against the 
rebels.

EXPLORE GILLIES LIMIT. 
The Provincial Geologist to Make Thor- 
ough Report. 

A Toronto despatch says: Prof, Mil- 
ler, the Provincial Geologist, will this 
Summer conduct o thorough Investiga- 
tion Of the “mineralized” portion of the 
Gillies timber limit, which, os Premier 
Whitney announced on Tuesday, is to 
be retained and developed for the bene- 
fit of the Province, In addition, it ‘s 
slated that he will commence an explor 
ation of other portions of the limit, 
Which ts In all about 100 square miles 
in extent, as it fs reported that there are 
excellent mineral indications elsewhere 
than in the portion which tf has been 
decided to hold for the people. — Prof. 
Miller's reports on his work will be of 

great value to the Government. 

Many reports are in clreulation in re- 
} Spect to action by the Government re- 
lative to the methods of treating the ores 
from the limit, but this has not yet heen 
Seriously considered, and no negotia- 
lions are under way, or have been en- 
fered into, on this point, although sug- 
gestions have been made to the Govern- 
ment by persons with more or less ex- 
pert knowledge. ‘There is every hope. 
} however, that the, reduction works 
which will be a necessary pecompani- 
ment of the Government exploitation of 
the “mineralized” section of the famous 
limit will be found to be all that is 
needed in this respect. 


ANOTHER MINER RESCUED. 


Believed That Others Are Still Wander- 
» ing in the Mines, 


A Lens, France, despatch says. 
Another man was brought up alive on 
Wednesday morning from the Cour- 
rieres Mine, which was wrecked by an 
exnlosion of gas on March 10, He had 
been in the mine for twenty-five days, 
It is believed that others are stil] alive 
in the workings. The name of the sur- 
vivor found on Wednesday morning is 
Berthou. He lived on food which he 
found In the pockets of dead compan- 
ions, and slaked his thirst from puddles. 

Berthou says that he suffered terribly 
from the cold, and that he removed the 
clothing from several dead bodies and 
put it on himself. He was knocked 
down at the moment of the explosion, 
but on recovering himself found that the 
air was breathable. He was found be- 
hind a sort of door that closed one of 
the galleries. When he caught. sight of 
the rescuers he said “Here IT am.” 
Berthou thought that only eight days 
had nassed since the explosion. Once, 
he says, he contemplated suicide. His 
hands were biffen by rats, which sever- 
41 times attacked him when he was 
sleeping. 

The finding of another survivor has 
renewed the fury of the women against 
the managers of the mine because the 
work of rescue was abandoned so soon 
after the explosion. 

It is reported that four of the thirteen 
men who were taken oul of the mine 
last week after fwenty days’ enlomb- 
ment will probably die frorn ‘the effect 
of the privations which they suffered. 

A story is told here fhat these men 
were reduced to such extremities hefore 
their rescue that some of them ate flesh 
from the dead bodies of two apprentices.

A Desperate Encounter Near 


bridge. 


A Lethbridge despatch says: A ser- 
fous clash between the striking miners 
and Mounted Police on guard at No. 3 
‘shaft of the GaltyMines, about two miles 
from town, was commenced on Thurs- 
day by the altempt of the police to ar- 
rest one of the strikers for objectionable 
conduct. A mob of over three hundred 
men and women atlacked the officers, 
oulnumbering the latter fifty to one, and 
a pilched battle ensued, the, police using 
truncheons freely, while the rioters re- 
sorted to stones and missiles. Conslable 
Filzgerald was seriously, if not fatally, 
injured, and a number of the mob were 
badly clubbed. Reinforcements were 
hurried out from the barracks here and 
dispersed the crowd. 

About the same time desperlte dyna- 
mite outrages were perpetrated by the 
Strikers or their sympathizers, who at- 
fempted to blow up the residences and 
families of Jos. Oros and Steve Ungary, 
non-union men. A charge was placed 
under the corner of the house of the 
former and exploded, wrecking that por- 
tion of the building and smashing the 
windows in the tdjoining residence. A 
shot placed under Ungary’s house did 
little damage, but about an hour later 
it was set on fire, and the police found 
the building saturated with coal oil. 
Further outbreaks are feared, and the 
police force here are utlerly inadequale 
for such an emergency.

Delicious Veal Cake. — Take about 1 
pound of cold roast veal, remove all {fat 
nd brown, cut it into thin slices or dice 
nd with it two hard-boiled eggs. Grease 
u plain mould and put into it layers of 
veal, egg, and sliced ham, with chopped 

ey. and pepper between each layer 
the mould is nearly full, 
re some good stock, and flavor it 
Well with lemon, tarragon vinegar, a 
little mace, and peper; pour this over the 
other ingredients in the mould until it is 
quite full. Bake for half an hour. When 
the mould Is cold, turn it out and serve. 
It is cheap, yet delicious. 

Watercress Salad. — Allow the water- 
cress to sland half an hour in cold 
water so that it will become crisp. Then 
free it from moisture by swinging it in 
a wire basket. Lay the Sprays of water- 
cress in a salad bowl, and stand the 
bowl on ice, shell a cupful of pecan nuts 
removing the kernels as nearly whole 
4s possible. A few minutes before time 
for the salad to be served, sprinkle the 
watercress thoroughly with a dressing 
made by mixing one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, one-quarter teaspoonful of mus- 
lard, a dash of black pepper, or paprika, 
with three lablespoonfuls of Italian salad 
oil. To this also can be added one-half 
teaspoonful of sugar. Drop into the oil 
gradually one ‘lablespoonful of vinegar, 
Which is not too sharp. This may not 
be sufficient ddressing to marinate the 
cress, but the quantity can be increased 
secording to the above proportions, Pare 
carefully an apple which is a little tart, 
and cut it in very thin slices, and spread 
over the cress, with a layer of nuts 
above.

MISTAKES WITI FLOUR. 


The translation of Weights into mea- 
sures is comparatively easy when the 
food materials are considered, and an 
accurale system of measuring has been 
worked out as a standard by the teach- 
ers of cookery, writes a cookery expert, 
In measuring bulter and Sugar for in- 
stance, two one-half pint cupfulls equal 
one pound, followiig the old familiar 
rule that “a pint’s a pound the world 
round.” The bulter must be packed sol- 
idly by pressing with a spoon. When 
four is measured it must be sifted pa. 
fore measuring, and freshly sifted, foo, 
for if it stands two or three days after 
Sifling it becomes more or loess 
ogain, After making careful experi- 
ments and with different Samples of} 
flour, IT find that when the mensuring 
cup is thrust into the — solidly packed | 
flour in the barrel two level cupfuls or! 
ene pint will y pound. Butt 
{hat is not the y flour Is used. Sift 
it twice and measure, and it takes just 
four cupfuls to weigh a pound. Now, 
if flour doubles its bulk by twice sifling 
it is easy to see where great mistakes 
ecme in cooking.

“DON'TS" FROM A STOVE REPAIRER 


A few don'ts furnished by a stove dea- 
r, Who is frequently called upon for 
| repairs, may assist the novice. 

Don't heat a stove rapidly the 
time. 

Don't pile the coal above the top of 
the firebox, nor allow the top of the 
Stove to gel red hot. It warps and 
cracks the covers. 

Don't let your grate get clogged. Shake 
joflen and keep free from cinders and 
‘ashes, 

Don't let ashes remain in the ashpan. 
They absorb the heat, cool the oven, 
and check the draught. 

Don't let clinkers remain fastened in 
the firebox. If the box is brick-lined, 
drop an oyster shell in the fire occas- 
icnally, when burning briskly, and the 
shell will clean off the brick. 

Don't “rush" the range with the oven 
draught open, You use too much fuel 
ond burn out the range too fast. 

Don't let the smoke draught stand 
cpen, except when fresh coal is put on. 
Heat that goes up the chimney is so 
much good money burned. 

Don't burn the wet garbage in “tho 
stove. Dry it first. Otherwise stéam 
is generated, and the moisture will in- 
jure the firebox. 

Don't set leaky vessels or Spill cold 
water on the range. The cold coming 
iu contact with the heated metal will 
crack it.

FINANCE IN FAR WEST. 


It was in the cily of Calgary, in the ~ 
range country not far from the foothills 
of the Rockies, that I talked with C. W. 
Lowley, the manager of the Canadian

Clover or alfalfa hay is just the thing 
for calves 
Never give more grain than will 
ealen up clean in a few minutes. 
Hallerbreak the calf and avoid trouble 
laler when you are to handle her. 
Keep the calf pails scrupulously clean, 
Bowel trouble starts from filthy pails. 
Give aceess to hay or grass, and na- 
lure will urge their use. A small grain 
ration daily will then not injure. 
Scours are the result of either filthy 
quarters, unclean pails or over feeding. 
Prevention is better than cure. | 
Dehorning is a surgical operation and} 
should not be done carelessly. We've} 
seen blind calves as a result of careless

Teach the calf to eat ground oats, oil- 
meal, or shelled corn by placing some} 
io the hand and rubbing on the calf's | 
mouth afler it has taken the milk, 

The calves should be confined in 
stanchions when fed, and so fixed that 
they cannot suck ears, Give them liberty 
after they have eaten their dry feed. 

The baby cow needs a liltle sympathe- 
tic care and the exercise of judgment to 
miake it grow without a stop and become 
as fine a milker as ils mother, 

The new born calf must have the first 
milk of the cow as a physic. If the cow 
dies in calving, give castor oil or flax 
seed in whole milk. Clean out the bow- 
cls the first thing. 

There is a theory afloat that the dairy 
calf must not be fed so as to get fat, lest 
it becomes a beef animal. This is deyoid 
cf reason and demonstration, Type is 
not so easily changed. 

Make the calf the family pet. Early 
accustom it to lead and to be tethered 
by a strap to the hind foot. As a ma- 
ture cow it will then give no trouble, and 
will be worth more to keep or to sell. 

Put the calf in a clean, dry, sunny 
pen. While scours, or calf cholera, is a} 
germ disease that enters the calf; 
through the naval cord before it has| 
dried and healed, It comes from lying in 
fiithy pens. 

If the calf comes on a cold day, and 
you did not give the cow liberty to lick | 
the baby, the calf may be chilled! 
through. Get busy. Rub it dry with 
hay and cloths and blanket the little fel- 
low until it quils shivering. 

At the end of a week skim milk may 
be gradually substituted for the whole 
milk. Always have the milk sweet and 
ood warm—no more. no less. The 
young calf can’t stand sudden changes 
in quality or temperature of milk.

The New Mining Law. 


Main Points in the Bill Now Before 
the Legislature. 


There seems to be a good deal 
7 of practical common sense in the 
Mining Bill introduced in the Legis- 
lature by Mr. Frank Coehrane, 
Minister of Lands and’ Mines. Its 
main principal can be enunciated in 
a phase—no discovery, no lease ; 
and this very plan will do mnch to 


kill the industry of promoting wild- 
cat mining companies. In future 
it will not be possible for any man 
or company to secure a claim on 
the speculation that minerals may 
be there. The new method of pro- 
cedure is as follows: A prospector, 
in exchange for $10 contributed to 
the Provincial exchequer, may 
secure a ‘“ miner’s license,’’ which 
will entitle him: to prospecting 
rights in all mining districts in the 
Proyince. If he finds an ‘out- 
crop ’’ of ore he stakes out a claim 
and immediately reports his dis- 
covery to the local office of the De- 
partment of Lands and Mines. 

An inspector will be sent ont to 
verify the discovery, and if it is 
‘genuine, the prospector will be 
allowed to enter upon -the land. 
He will be compelled to do thirty 
days’ work upon it within three 

* months after the grant, sixty days’ 
work in each of the next two years, 
and ninety days’ work in the third 
year. He will then be permitted to 
buy the claim for $3 an acre if it is 
in surveyed territory, if not, the 
price will be $2.50 an acre. 

The other important provision in 
the bill is that in each mining dis- 
trict there shall be .a locul office 
of the Department of Lands and 

Mines, where all vlaims can be 

\ passed upon without reference to 

iy the Minister or his Deputy. 

In the past every claim had to be 
decided in Toronto, and it is said 
there was opportunity for friends of 
the party in power to get adyance 
information concerning discoveries,

New Education Bills. 


Two Government Measures Dealing 
With Education Provide For Super- 
intendent of Education, Advisory 


i Council, Better Training For 


whole national life, the 
Department of Education and the 
rural Public and Separate Schools, 
were introduced in the Legislature 
last week by the Minister of Educu- 
tion, Hon. Dr. Pyne. These bills, to- 
gether with the new University Act, 
to be brought down in a few days, 
mark the beginning of a new era in 
the history of education in the prov- 
ince, and will undoubtedly place the 
whole educational system on a better 
and more satisfactory basis. 

The outstanding features of the two 
bills are, briefly, as follows :— 

DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, 

Appointment of superintendent of 
education and establishment of advis- 
ory council subject to the minister. 

The superintendent to have general 
supervision of all classes of proyincial 
high, public and separate schools, pro- 
fessional training schools and exami- 
nations for teachers of said schools,art 
schools, public libraries and the in- 
pectors of schools and _ libraries, and 
may make recommendations to the 
minister, 

Adyisory council to consist of seyen- 
teen members, fifteen being elective 
and two ex-officio. The latter will be 


the president of the University of To- 
ronto, who will be chairman, and the 
superintendent of education, who will 
represent the minister, but without 
yote. The other representatiyes will 
be : three from University of Toronto, 
one each from Queen’s, McMaster and 
Ottawa Universities, university repre- 
sentatiyes to be members of their sen- 
ates; two elected by high school teach- 
ers; four elected by public school 
teachers; one elected by separate 
school teachers ; two elected by public 
school inspectors. School representa- 
tives to be elected by closed ballot, 
First election to be held in October 
next. 

High school grants to be distributed 
as heretofore, except that no account 
be taken of average attendance, Legis- 
lature to be asked to give special grant 
to the rural, public and separare 
schools. Grants to be made first, 
among municipalities according to 
population: second, between public 
and separate schools, according to 
average attendance. Further sub- 
division of grants to public and separ- 
ate schools to be on similar basis to 
that of high schools, namely, the sal- 
aries paid the teachers (percentage on 
all over minimum), character of ac- 
commodations and value of equip- 
ment. Provision is also made for dis- 
tribution to territorial schools, poor 
schools and continuation classes. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS BILL. 


Powers giyen boards of urban muni- 
cipalities to acquire and expropriate 
land for school sites. 

Municipal councils required to col- 
lect a sum at least equivalent to spec- 
ial grants made by the legislature to 
the rural schools. 'Lownship levy of 
$150 raised to $250, and an additional 
$150 for every assistant teacher. To 
be applied exclusively to teachers’ 
salaries, In addition to sum provided 
township council towards each teach- 
ers’ salary, the trustees of every rural 
school shall pay to the teacher where 
there is only one, and to the head 
teacher where more than one, at least 
the following sums; $250, where as- 
sessed property of public school sup- 
porters is at least $160,000 ; $200, be- 
tween $80,000 and $160,000; $150, be- 
tween $40,000 and $80,000; $100, be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000; $50, less 
than $30,000, and $150 to every assist- 
ant teacher. Minimum salaries will 
not come into operation till next year, 
but county grants and additional 
township grants will be payable this 
year. 

Public school inspectors cannot be 
dismissed except by a majority yote, 
and then only with approval of the 
lieutenant-governor. Allowance for 
postage and stationery increased $1 
for each school section, provided total 
oyer his allowances shall not exceed 
31800. Reorganization of system of 
public school inspection promised next 
session.

Latin-America Swamped by Loans — 
Colombia's 4 Cent Dollar.. 


The foreign debt of Colombia has 
teen In exstence for cighty-three years, 
soys the Monthly Review, during p- 
proximately forty-seven of which no in- 
terest was paid. The corresponding 
figures for Guatemala, Honduras and 
Venezucln' regpectively are  seventy- 
eight and forty-eight, seventy-eight and 
seventy-two, and eighty-three and for- 
ty-one. 

Costa Rica and Nicaragua have bene- 
filed by intervals during which they 
owed nothing to the foreign bond- 
holder. Nevertheless the external debt 
of the first has been in defaull for 
thirly years out of forly-seven, while 
Nicaragua paid nothing for forty-nine 
years out of sixty-six. 

Salvador neglected her share of the 
old debt of the Central American Fed- 
eration from 1827 to 1860, With the 
exception of a single lapse her subse- 
quent record is good, and she now oe- 
cupies the happy position of having 
no regular foreign debt. 

Santo Domingo began her financiall 
connection with the outside world by a 
loan issued in 1869. She has since fhen 
off and on been in default for about 
twenty-lwo years 

Some two years ago Colombia issucd 
from a protracted civil war.

Under a new name Barmash hos made 
a fresh slart, and none of the neighbors 
who see a well-groomed, kindly-man- 
nered man, with his lite ones. making 
much of him afler his long absence, 
connect him with the notorious bank 
forger. 

Out of the wealth of his experlence 
Barmash gives a hint to the “Old Lady 
of Threadneedle street,” which, coming 
from an undoubtedly well-informed 
source and being offered in retribution, 
is worthy of every consideration. 

“The old-fashioned way of printing 
tank notes, in a dull single color 
should,” he said, “be changed, and each 
note printed in many different colors. 
This would prove too difficult to imi- 
tate, and forgery would cease to pay,

SOME DAINTY RECIPES. 
Scalloped Potatoes.—Well rease 
ple-dish and put in a layer ml ‘alieed 
polatoes, sprinkle with breadcrumbs, 
add seasonings to taste, including a 
liltle chopped (cooked) onion and sore 
butter or good dripping.

Hashed Cod.—Take some cold boiled 
cod and remove carefully all skin and 
bones. Boil the skin and bones in a 
pint of while stock for two hours, then 
remove the lid of the saucepan and boll 
the stock fast so as to reduce it to the 
quantily required. Strain the stock, 
seuson to taste with cayenne, anchovy 
essence, and salt. Thicken this with 
half an ounce of butter rubbed into a 
tablespoonful of flour. When the sauce 
is quite thick and smooth, stir into it a 
gill of milk. Bring to the boil, remove 
to the side of the flre and stir the fish 
in carefully. Grease a ple-dish, sift a 
fine layer of breadcrumbs over it, put 
the fish into it and over it a thick layer 
of breadcrumbs, Put small pieces of 
butter over and brown in the oven. 

Recipe for Potato Cake,—Half a pound 
of mashed potatoes, and one ounce of 
butter rubbed into half a pound of flour, 
add a pinch of salt. Mix with one egg 
beaten up in half a teacupful of cream. 
roll out into thin cakes, and bake in a 
quick oven, Serve at once like an 
ordinary muffin or scone. 

Thick Gingerbread Cake.—Ingredients: 
One and a quarter pounds of flour, one 
pound of treacle, four ounces moist su- 
gar, four ounces butter, three-quarters 
of an ounce of ground ginger, pinch of 
carbonate of soda, half a pint of warm 
milk. Beat 
gether while the treacle warms a little, 
add this to the sugar, etc., then the 
ground ginger. Meanwhile, dissolve the 
carbonate of soda in the milk. Sift the 
flour by degrees into the sugar and but-

Such is the charming little glimpse 
Mrs. Komble, the great actress, gives 
us of the first opening of Parliament 
by Queen Victoria one November day 
19 1839. “The Queen looked admirable,” 
Disraeli wrote to his sister; “no fea- 
thers, but a diamond tiara. The peers 


ir, robes, the peeresses, and the sump- 
tuous groups of courtiers rendered the 
affair most glittering and impressive.” 

Only two months later the girl queen 
had to face an even more trying  or- 
deal, for she had to announce her forth- 
ecming marriage, which she did with- 
out a tremor in these words:

Verson Talking Spreads Them

How disease germs travel and how 
they may be combaled was the subject 
of a discourse by Dr, Robertson  Ber- 
mingham, England, medical officer of 
health, in a lecture ot Birmingham Unl- 
vorsity. The list of infectious diseases, 
he said, continually is increasing. 

Nobody, ha added, has yet been able 
fo oblain a smallpox or searlet fever 
germ. Others were so minute that if 
mognified to the sizeof an inch o hu- 
man being magnified proportionately 
would scem 25 to 30 miles high, He 
tad never known of scarlet fever being 
carried by germs being blown from 
one house to another. Intervening ulr 
and sunlight were sufficient to kill the 
germs. But a speaker, he sald, by the 
Vv act of speaking, could project 
uerms thirty or forty feet. 

Coughing ond sneezing were power- 
ful germ distributors, he doclared. In 
regard to consumption; ho sald that per- 
sons who lived under healthy conditions

Oyster Stew.—One quart oysters, % 
cup bulter, 4 cups scalded milk, % 
tablespoon salt, 3 teaspoon pepper. 
Clean oysters by placing in a colander 
and pouring over them three-fourths cup 
cold water. Carefully pick over oysters, 
reserve liquid, and heat it to boiling 
point; strain through double cheese 
cloth, add oysters, and cook until 
oysters are plump and edges begin to 
curl. Remove soysters with skimmer, 
and put in tureen with butter, sall and 
pepper. Add oyster liquid, strained a 
second time and milk. Serve with oys- 
ter crackers. 4 

Plain Soda Scones.—Weigh out into a 
bdsin one and a half pounds of fine 
flour and scatter salt on il, Take a 
heaped teaspoonful of carbonate of 
soda and the same quantily of cream of 
tartar and mix them thoroughly. Scat 
ter the powder over the flour and mix 
all together. Make into a light dough 
with buttermilk, Turn this on. to the 
board and work lightly till smooth and 
a good dough. Roll oul into a cake the 
thickness you wish your scones to be 
and then with a sharp knife dipped into 
flour cut the whole in equal quarters, 
Brush over with beaten yolk of egg. 
Bake on a griddle or in @ steady oven.

He left St. Petersburg with the firm 
conviction that the Russian Govern- 
ment’s studied policy for the solution of 
‘the Jewish question is systematic and 
murderous extermination.

From a copy of the 
Reyiew, published at Edmonton, Al- 
berta, last month, we take the tollow- 
ing regarding new coal discoyeries in 
which two young Madoc men are 
largely interested.

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SETTING THE HEN. 
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Ii. i. Haydock. 

I have noticed that hens which steal 
their nests in the early spring, when 
the air Is cool and damp, usually  se- 
lect a dry, warm place such as a hay- 
mow, while later in the season, when 
the air is holter and drier Whey choose 
a place where the nest would be more 
apt to be cool and damp, such as @ 
well shaded fencecorner or a spot un- 
cer a building. While it is imposible 
to follow out these conditions closely, 
still they can be utilized in o measure 
by placing the nest early in the season 
iu a box or barrel with a bottom, situ- 
ated some little distance from the floor, 
and have it consist of hay and straw 
closely and warmly packed. Later in 
the season it can be packed in a box or 


#0 
that a certain amount of moisture and 
coolness may be obtained. 

‘There should always be a seperate 
room or building for the sitling hens 
so that there will be no danger of their 
boing disturbed. It will also be found 
advantageous to have it partially dark- 
ened and very important that it should 
be so siluated as not to be too close or 
warm, for if this is the case it will tend 
to help develop and increase lice and 
miles. 

The size of the nest box should depen 
in a measure upon the size of th 
breed. A nest that has many advant- 
ages can be made from a berrel. 
sawing out an opening by which the hen 
can enler, stand the barrel on end. 
This will be found to make a large 
roomy nest suitable for any breed, with 
fienty of air space, not a confined air

American Continent Re= 
duced to Veritable Hell in 
a Few Minutes. 


AN EYEWITNESS OCSGRBES THE ANTUL SCE 


A despatch from San Francisco says: 
Qf the scenes that marked the trans- 
formation of this, the gayest, the most 
careless city on the continent, inlo e 
wreck and a hell, it is bard lo write. 
That the day started wilh a blind gen- 
era} panic goes without saying. Peo- 
ple woke up wilh a start to find them- 
selves floundering on the floor. In such 
an earthquake as this it is humen_ in- 
slinct to get out of doors, away from 
falling walls. They stumbled across 
the floors of their heaving houses to 
fnd that even the good earth upon 
-whieh they placed their reliance was 
swaying and rising and falling, so that 
the sidewalks cracked and great rents 
opened in the ground, The three min- 
utes which followed were an eternity 
of terror. We learn here of at least 
two people who died of pure fright in 
that three minutes when there seemed 
no help on earth or Heaven. There 

“was a roar like a great burst of thua- 

Jer, and from all about came the crash 
of rae walls. It died down at last, 
leaving the earth quaking and quiver- 
ing like jelly. Men would run for- 
ward, stop as another shock, which 
might be greater any moment, seemed 
to take the earth from under their feet, 
and throw themselves face downward 
pn the ground in a perfect agony of 
fear, 


FOUND THEIR VOICES. 


It seemed to be two or three minutes 
after the great shock was over before 
people found their voices, There follow- 
ed the screaming of women, besid- 
themselves with terror, and the cries 
cf men. With one impulse people made 
for the parks as far as possible from 
falling walls. These speedily became 
packed with people in their night 
clothes, who screamed and moaned at 
the little shocks which followed every

DEAD AND INJURED. 


Every physician in the city volunteer- 
ed, and they got together enough 
trained nurses to do the work.

The first wagons 
brought a whole family—father, mother 
and three children—all dead except 
the baby, who had a_ terrible cut 
across the forehead and a broken arm.

Lesson V. The Parable of the Sower. 
Golden Text: Luke 8. 41. 


LESSON WORD STUDIES. 

Note.—The text of the Revised Version 
is used as a basis for these Word 
Studies 

The Parable of the Four Soils.—This 
parable usually called the Parable of 
the Sower, is one of the very few say- 
ings of Jesus recorded by all four evan- 
Gelists. It is one of a larger group of 
eight parables which set forth the na- 
fure of the kingdom of heaven, Of this 
larger group of eight all but one are 
recorded in Malt. 13. That one, omitted 
by Matthew, is the parable of the Growth 
of the Seed, recorded by Mark chap. 4, 
in connection with two other parables of 
this group, the Parable of the Sower, 
and the Parable of the Mustard Seed, 
also recorded by Matthew. Luke records 
this parable and also the Parable of the 
Mustard Seed, together with the Para- 
ble of the Leayen, making in all three} 
of the group of eight, the same number 
as are recorded by Mark. Of these eight 
parables again, four make use of the 
figure of the growth of the seed, to il- 
lustrate the gradual development of the 
kingdom of heaven, One employs the 
gure of a net, two the figure of the 
great treasure, the hidden treasure, and 
the goodly pearl: and one the figure of 
She leaven which leaveneth the whole 
lump, to set forth other aspects of the 
nature of the kingdom of heaven. This 
froup of parables belongs to the earlier 
part of the ministry of Jesus, and is pre- 
ceded by a stil) earlier sub-group of 
three short parables : The feasting of 
the wedding guests, the patching of the 
rent garment, and the pouring of old 
ine cee bottles, 
Two other larger groups of arables 
helong to the latter portion of the ™min- 
‘stry of Jesus; one containing eighteen 
parables, recorded principally in Luke, 
belongs to the Period of the Perean 
ministry, and the other containg eight 
belongs to the latter period of conflict 
in Jerusalem, just before the passion of 
Tess. Those in this last group are re- 
corded principally by Matthew, and tn 
part by Luke, while Mark records only 
one of this froup, and only one of the
